LACES AND G LOVES. 

Hour to Cleanse Them So That They 
Retain Their Freslmesis, 

For the cleansing of cotton and linen 
laces in cream colors nothing answers 
the purpose so admirably as gasoline. 
White silk laces will he cleansed equal¬ 
ly well by passiug through a gaso- 
liue bath, A heavy aud expensive 
Ipiece of linen lace that lias been in al- 
’ most constant use, on first one dress 
’ and then another, has never been 
washed except in the described man¬ 
ner and bears the appearance of new. 
Washed with soap and water, its new- 
f ness and beauty would have disappear¬ 
ed very materially. Dip the lace in a 
good sized basin* of the fluid, rub be¬ 
tween the hands thoroughly aud dip 
up and down repeatedly. Squeeze out 
when the dirt appears to have been 
washed out, rinse well in another basin 
of gasoline and bang out to evaporate. 
By evaporation it dries quickly and re¬ 
tains its shape without pressing with 
hot irons. The gasoline, when the dirt 
has settled, may be poured off into the 
gasoline stove tank and is not injured 
for burning. 

Gloves may likewise be cleansed, ex¬ 
cept that to cleanse them they should 
be stretched tight on the hands and 
tlie' hands washed with the gloves on, 
as though one were simply washing 
the hands with soap and water. Go 
carefully over every part of the gloves, 
wrists, fingers, about the buttonholes 
and seams, rinse through another basin 
of the fluid and keep the gloves on the 
hands until they have dried. It takes 
but a few moments to change the ap¬ 
pearance of a pair of kid gloves, wheth¬ 
er light, white or colored. They are 
softened as well as cleansed. Many a 
pair of gloves in which there is yet 
much sendee has been thrown away 
because badly soiled and grown stiff 
from having been worn when the hands 
were wet with perspiration. Dollars 
may be saved by the process of mend- - 
lng and renovation.—Christian Work. 

How to Make Tomato Cream Soap. 
Scald one qufirt of milk with half an 
onion, five or six cloves, a hit of bay 
leaf, a sprig of parsley and two-thirds 
a cup of stale bread crumbs. Remove 
the seasoning and pass the bread 
through a sieve. Cook two cups of to¬ 
matoes with two teaspoonfuls of sugar 
15 minutes. Add one-fourth a tea- I 
spoonful of soda, pass through a sieve 
and add to the bread and milk. Add 
five tablespoonfuls of butter in bits 
and season with salt and pepper. I

How to Utilize Colil Meat. I 

Roasts and joints are easily mr.n* 1 
aged, but the smaller odds aud ends 
that from time to time are available 
prove a far more difficult matter. Veal 
nnd other cutlets may be warmed in 
the oven in a buttered dish, covered 
with a buttered paper, care being 
tdkeu that they do not get dry. They 
can he served with a white butter 
sauce, in which plenty of finely chop¬ 
ped parsley appears, or with tlie fol¬ 
lowing savory sauce poured around 
them: Melt an otmec of butter in an 
enameled saucepan, adding a very 
small quantity of minced onions; stir

Mix two cupfuls of finely chopped 
raw beef, Vu cupfuls of fat salt pork 
minced very title, two teaspoonfuls of 
powdered sage, a scant teaspoonful of 
pepper—the pork should furnish suffi¬ 
cient salt—and one tablespoonful of 
lemon juice. When thoroughly mixed, 
pack it In small round tin cans and set 
away to become hard. When wanted 
for breakfast, slice three-fourths of an 
inch thick and either brown In the 
oven or saute In a hot, Well greased 
pan.

Ronds Made as Smooth, Hard and 

Clean ns Macadam at an Expense' 

of From $200 to $300 Pet- Mile—Rut¬ 
ted Roads Should Be Repaired. 

County and road supervisors In 
southern California are unanimous in 
the belief that tbe problem of excel¬ 
lently macadamized roads at small cost 
has at last been solved, and that solu¬ 
tion of it has been attained through 
application to them of crude oil. There 
are now nearly a hundred miles of road 
in the several counties of the southern 
part of the state which have been 
treated in this manner, and so, pro¬ 
nounced in every instance and particu¬ 
lar has been the success of the trial 
that there is no doubt that nearly ai 
thousand miles will be put under con¬ 
tract for the treatment during the com¬ 
ing year. It has been found that to 
place roads in condition through the 
use of oil is cheaper than maintaining 
them in half condition during a single 
season by sprinkling with water. And 
when a road has once been put into 
condition with oil it requires but slight 
additional expenditure to keep it so. 

Ou all the main highways iu Los An¬ 
geles county oil coating is mow applied. 
Many of them have but patches of it, 
half a mile or a mile in extent, the oil 
being used upon them to test the effect 
it will -have upon earths of different 
character and upon roads of varying 
qualities. It has been found that where 
the road had an even, hard foundation, 
smooth and clear of ruts, and about 
two inches of dust on the surface', the 
oil is a complete success and gives a 
surface as polished, clean and clear as 
an asphalt street. Where the soil is 
clayey, though the surface is rutty, it 
will maintain the hard character of the 
ground, allay all dust and prevent fur¬ 
ther decay by resisting the formation 
of mud, the oily and impervious ground 
holding 1 the water in Die ruts until it 
dries out and preserving the earth be¬ 
neath from becoming saturated with it. 

On a road of deep, loose sand, how¬ 
ever, the oil appears to show little 
benefit, though opinion is yet divided 
as to whether or not repeated applica¬ 
tions of it upon surfaces of this charac¬ 
ter would not ultimately so pack the 
'sand as to make it a hard, tight body. 
Those Who claim it would not point 
to the fact that the wheels cut into the 
oiled saud as before, while those who 
think it would pack believe tbe sand 
When applied to streets in the city 
would come to be much the same as 
bituminous lime rock, which is nothing 
more than sand thoroughly saturated 
with bitumen. This substance when 
applied to hard surfaces packs readily. 

It 0 is a fact, however, that the sand 
road does not predominate in Califor¬ 
nia and that the most common high¬ 
way has a hard foundation composed 
of clay, witli a dust covering worn 
from the surface which will blow 
away with the wind, and thereby 
cause more dust to be released from 
the surface, as a result of which ac¬ 
tion tile road is eaten down and be¬ 
comes rutty aud wornout. With this 
character of road, especially before the 
ruts get into it, tlie oil is a lasting 
boon. Roads which have ruts should 
be repaired before being treated, aud 
on sandy stretches the sand should be 
removed or overcome, even though it 
might be necessary to spread upon the 
surface a layer of clay aud roll It 
down before applying the oil. 

One hundred barrels of oil per mile, 
spread over an area 18 feet In width, 
will put a road in condition along the 
extent of the oiled surface and give an 
excellent roadway, adequate for or¬ 
dinary traffic. The oil is put on in 
three applications, the first at the rate 
of GO barrels per mile and the two 
subsequent treatments at a rate of 20 
barrels per mile each. Great care 
must be-taken iu delivering the oil. It 
should be hot when discharged aud 
poured upon a hot surface, so that the 
work of the oit sprinkling is confined 
to the heat of the day. The oil cannot 
be poured on indiscriminately, but 
must be drilled into the”<lust as wheat 
is drilled into land prepared to receive 
it. If it Is not so applied, the oil will 
not saturate evenly the dust area, but 
Will lie in splotches, run together and 
so make a very imperfect success, 
either as a job of sprinkling or as an 
oiled surface.. ■ * ’ * 

In order to meet the requirements a 
machine lias been devised which, while. 
It does not by any means limit tlie field 
for inventions of this sort, nevertheless 
supplies a want in this direction, A 
big tank, mounted on four wheels, 
drags a sort of tender box supported 
by two wheels, Into*which is rufl* from 
the tank a supply of oil. This box has 
a furnace beneath it which heats the 
oil, and attached to It Is a drag, look¬ 
ing something like a hayrafce. A num¬ 
ber of curved rods or fingers go out 
from the bottom, and-these are drawn 
through the dust and along the road. 
They, mark little furrows in the dust, 
and into these furrows, through a se¬ 
ries of pipes, is discharged the oil. A 
Second finger or sort of thumb arrange¬ 
ment, fixed farther back, turns the 
dust over tlie oiled furrow, and the 
surface Is then left to absorb, a process 
which requires about an hour to effect. 
A roller Is then drawn over the oiled 
width, and the first treatment Is com- j 
Dieted, 

Contracts for the three treatments 
are taken* at from .$205 to $270 per 
mile, according to tlie price of oil and 
the character of the surface to be 
worked. But even at this rate the cost
